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Harry Warner has been waiting for a phone call for 31 


years. II looks as though his wail has been worthwhile 


Ever since he was 17, Ihe lifelong Reeders resident has 


put up with 13-hour bus trips, cheap hotels, and summers in 
places like Salem, Ore.; Auslin, Tex.; and Charlotte N C 
trying to achieve one goal. He wanted to get to the big 
leagues. 


After 31 seasons in baseball's minor leagues, with stops 


stretching from Stroudsburg to Wisconsin-Rapids Harry 
Warner's phone call finally came. The man on the other end 
of the line was manager Roy Hartsfield. He offered Warner 
a job as a coach with the American League's new expansion 
franchise, the Toronto Blue Jays. Warner jumped al the 
chance. 


"I wanted to coach badly in the big leagues " Warner 


admits. "I've been in the minors 31 years and that's a long 
time to beat the bushes. It's no fun after a while." 


Until he got the Blue Jay job offer, however, Warner 


wasn't sure he'd ever get up to the big leagues. After all, 
he'd put In 21 years in the Minnesota Twins' organization 
without ever getting promoted to the big club. 


"After a while you get lost in the shuffle," Warner says. 


"There was no where for me to go in the Twins' organiza- 
tion. I had managed from the Triple A clubs to the lowest 
minor leagues and everywhere in between. 


"I didn't want the manager's job. I just wanted to 


coach," he adds. "Oh, if anybody asked me to manage, I 
don't think I could turn them down. The money Is great, but 
the security is lousy. Even if you win, like Darrell Johnson, 
you're gone. 


"I never made it to the big leagues as a player, so I fig- 


ured the next best thing was to get there as a coach," Warner 
says. "I was hoping and praying I'd make it." 


Warner, who doesn't know whether he'll coach first base 


or handle the bullpen chores for the Blue Jays, never gave up 
despite all the hardships of the minor league days. It's al- 
most as though he became addicted to baseball. 


"Baseball's in my blood, sort of like a guy who gambles 


or drinks," Warner says. "Baseball has been my whole 
life." 


Startad career in Stroudiburg 


That last statement is no exaggeration. Warner started 


out as a high school player and never figured he'd get in- 
volved in professional baseball until one day in 1946 Strouds- 
burg sports entrepreneur Marty Baldwin stopped in at the 
store where Warner was painting and asked him if he would

consider signing a pro contract with the Slroudsburg Po- 
conos of the Class D North Atlantic League. That's where it 
all began. 


"1 took home $48.02 every two weeks plus $1 a day meal 


money," Warner recalls. "That sounded like a lot of money 
in those days." 


Warner, a left-handed hitting first baseman, joined 


Stroudsburg late in the 1946 season and stayed with the team 
for three more years. In 1949 lie baited a whopping .347 with 
125 runs batted in. 


That was enough to attract the attention of Boston 


Braves' scout John Russell, who got the parent club to pur- 
chase Warner's contract from Slroudsburg. 


The long siring of minor league slops started in the Class 


C Northern League, where Warner was a teammate of future 
Braves' and Tigers' star Billy Bruton. 


In 1953 Warner moved to Jacksonville, where another fu- 


ture major leaguer was on the roster. 


"I played wilh a fella named Henry Aaron. Ever hear of 


him?," Warner asks with a smile. 


Aaron hit .362 wilh 125 runs balled in llial season and 


moved up to Milwaukee. Warner got a change of scenery loo 
He went to Salem, Ore. 


Warner's long association with the Twins' organization 


came in 1956 when the Washington Senalors purchased him 
from the Braves' chain. 


ExpanlEon hope! 


He remained a Senators' farmhand unlil he finally broke 


into managing with some reluctance in I960 at Charlotte. 


"They offered me the job in 1959 but I didn't take it be- 


cause I knew expansion was coming and I (bought if I had a 
decent season I'd have a chance lo get to the big leagues " 
Warner says. 


But Warner's most impressive statistic thai season was 


a league-leading 94 runs scored. Thai helped convince him to 
slick lo full-time managing 


As tilings lurned out, Warner became a successful man- 


ager just about every place the Twins placed him. In 17 years 
he finished first five limes, second four limes anil in the first 
division len times while compiling 1,227 wins against 1 086 
losses. 


Optimiitic about Toronto 


Now that he's going to Toronto. Warner realizes he's not 


stepping into a situation where there will be instant success 
But he is oplimistic about the Blue Jays' future. 


"1 Ihink it's an outstanding franchise," Warner says. 


"The advance ticket sales have been tremendous and (he 
team has good financial backing which is very important." 


Warner also feels the Blue Jays did the right thing by 


avoiding aging veterans in the expansion drafl. 


"Youlh is probably the best way to go," he says. "You 


have to look to the future. I think we did a good job with what 
was available. We'll have to force-feed a lot of players but 
we have some guys who'll be able to play." 


Warner was consulted prior to Ihe expansion drafl aboul 


players he had coached in Ihe Twins' chain. As a result, the 
Blue Jays wound up wilh a couple of players Warner feels 
can help the team - left-handed pitcher Ted Garviti whom 
Warner describes as "a lot like Randy Jones of the Padres" 
and third baseman Dave McKay. 


Warner also has his opinions on a variety of current 


topics concerning his favorite topic — baseball. 


On the wild spending for free agents: "There aro a few 


financially strong clubs and Ihey'll end up wilh the best 
players. There's no way somebody like Cal Griffith can com- 
pete for guys like Reggie Jackson." 


On Charlie Finley's suit against baseball commissioner 


Bowie Kuhn for negating the sale of players to the Boston 
Red Sox anrf New York Yankees: "I'm not a Finlcy guy, but 
he's 100 per cent right in his deal. I don'l know how he can 
lose the case. I hope he wins." 


On Ihe designaled hiller rule: "I like the DH. H's good in 


Ihe minor leagues because il gives one more guy a chance lo 
show what he can do. It gives the opportunity for another 
young player lo at least get up arid hit." 


On the minor leagues: "If I knew bow to get people into 


minor league parks, I'd quit coaching tomorrow and just go 
around and promote. You could make a fabulous income if 
j'ou knew the answer as to how lo make money in Hie minor 
leagues."

Then, as the cars inched forward loward 128 


Berwick Heights St., East Stroudsburg, the 
magic unfolded.

Urban's have sel up their wonderland of displays 
made mostly by themselves. They liad to forego

ing, noon and night ever since. 
The minute we finish a show it's 
on Ihc air.

Nobody knows 
when or if we'll ever calch 
up." 


Happily, Stevenson is accus-

than 600 Scouls hold the Skiing 
merit badge thanks to the 
direct efforts of a husband-and- 
wife team well known to those 
who savor the sport on the Po- 
cono Mountain slopes. 


For the third season this 


winter Dan and Marilyn Hertz 
have invited Scouts from 
throughout eastern Pennsylvan- 
ia and nearby New Jersey to 
take advantage of two full Sun- 
days — January 23 and Febru- 
ary 27 — which they'll devote to 
Skiing merit badge testing at 
Camelback. 


Marilyn heads Cameltaack's 


big ski school operation; Dan, a 
real estate dealer midweek, 
spends most of his winter week- 
ends at the slopes as a ski 
school supervisor. Both are cer- 
tified instructors. 


They started the program a 


dozen years ago at Timber Hill, 
also in the Poconos; and 
brought it along with them 
when she operated the Big 
Boulder ski school at Lake Har- 
mony. They recommend the 
service to other ski school oper- 
ators. 


"By making examinations 


convenient lor Scouts who are 
prepared on the Skiing merit 
badge requirements, we seek to 
encourage more boys to enjoy 
the fastest 
growing winter 


sport," explains Mrs. Hertz. 
"Sure, we sell a few more lift 
tickets, but what really counts 
is the good will." 


If each of the more than 600 


schools in the country assisted 
an equal number of applicants 
.. . well, stock in the badge 
manufacturing business would 
become blue chip. 


The Hertzes donate 
their 


time; Camelback lops 20 per 
cent off the price of a lift ticket 
for the boys; and the minimal 
clerical costs are absorbed by 
the ski school. Camelback gets 
the word out to Scout councils 
as far away as metropolitan 


Philadelphia; and 
interested 


Scouts are asked — but not re- 
quired — to notify the slope of 
their interest in advance. 


On testing' day, Dan Hertz 


and a handful of ski school in- 
structors take Scouts out in 
small groups, making each 
youth demonstrate satisfactori- 
ly each required skill. The 
badge is aimed at the beginning 
intermediate skier, although 
one requirement demands par- 
allel skiing and a successful sla- 
lom run or four good-form 
jumps on a junior hill. 


Race bibs help examiners 


(Dati Hertz recommends one 
examiner for every 10 kids, 
with a minimum of two) keep 
track of who's who. A flubbed 
performance can be redeemed 
by a second chance. Those who 


still aren't up to performance 
standards are encouraged to 
practice and return at a later 
date. In a typical session, 
Hertz, who has been a Scout- 
master and BSA advancement 
chairman in the council serving 
Easton, where he formerly 
lived, qualified 51 of 71. 


"We've been surprised at the 


age range," reflects Mrs. 
Hertz. "Some are only u or 12, 
but others are pushing 18. But 
on the slopes they arc all treat- 
ed the same." 


At one time the Hertzes sons, 


Ronald, an Eagle Scout, and 
Jerry also assisted with the 
testing. But school or work 
keeps them, and daughter Les- 
lie, away from the program 
now. 


National BSA records indi- 


cate 3,769 Skiing merit badges 
were earned in 1972. In 1975 the 
figure jumped to 6,004. There 
may be other ski areas, like Ca- 
melback, which have a sched- 
uled, announced, and function- 
ing cooperative program with 
the Boy Scouts of America lo 
encourage good and responsible 
skiing among young people, but 
if so the Hertzes say they don't 
know of them. 


Adds Marilyn, who's been an 


officer and director of the 
Pennsylvania Ski Operators 
Assn. and is former president of 
Ihe American Ski Teachers 
Assn. of NATUR-TEKNIK: 
"The satisfaction comes from 
hearing the kids say 'thanks, 
because we don't know where 
else we could have gotten this 
done.' "

Area's ski schools ready, waiting 


With the season's first snow- 


fal! just around the comer, the 
Pocono Mountains ski areas are 
ready lo re-open their ski 
schools. 


The Camelbact ski school, in 


Tannersville, offers instruction 
in the American Parallel 
Teaching Method using GLM 
skis. This is a modern, progres- 
sive approach lo teaching which 
is student oriented and acceler- 
ates (lie learning process. Stu- 
dents are always placed in 
classes with skiers of similar 
ability. Students are taught to 
ski with their skis parallel to 
each other, using skis of vary- 
ing lengths, according to the 
skier's ability. Beginners use 
four-foot skis and eventually 
move up to full-length skis, 
which are generally the same 
height as the skier. Students are 
then taught how to use their 
poles and parallel check. 


Checking is used to slow the 
skier down and to control 
bumps on the slope's surface. 
After six lessons, the average 
beginner should be able to make 
link parallel turns on a low-in- 
termediate slope. 


The aim of the American Par- 


allel Teaching Method, also 
known as Natur Teknik, is lo 
teach the skier to make link 
parallel turns in control, using 
the check to maintain control 
throughout the run. Instructors 
are hired primarily for their 
leaching ability, rather than 
their skiing ability. The school, 
staffed by 80 instructors, offers 
everything from beginning les- 
sons to free-style, acrobatic in- 
struction for advanced skiers. 
Last year, 1,160 students from 
area schools participated in Ca- 
raelback's school each week. 


A first at Camelback is a new 


concept in teaching children to 


ski based on the developmenta. 
sequence of their motor pat- 
terns. This is a fun oriented 
concept, emphasizing success 
and accomplishment to build a 
child's confidence. Camel 
Land, a specially designed chil- 
dren's play slope; has been con- 
structed to supplement the pro- 
gram. Camel Land, a colorful 
area filled with cartoon charac- 
ters, is for children ages Ihree 
to nine years 


Ski school rates at Camel- 


back are: group lessons — 
$5.50; children's classes — $4; 
and private lessons — $14. Be- 
ginner packages and ski week 
packages are also available. 


Big Boulder, at Lake Har- 


mony, and .lack Frost Moun- 
tain, in White Haven, known as 
the Big Two, offer the Ameri- 
can Teaching Method, using the 
wedge or snowplow technique.

using skis of increasing length, 
is also offered. Each student is 
assigned to a class with skiers 
of the same ability, with each 
student receiving the personal 
attention he needs. There are 
more than 100 certified ski in- 
structors at the Big Two. 


A unique concept in ski in- 


struction has recently been in- 
troduced at the Big Two. A 
"grade card" is used to monitor 
the progress of skiers in each 
school. At the completion of a 
particular class, the card is 
signed by the instructor. The 
card enables each skier to com- 
bine the printed terminology 
with the actual motion on skis, 
doubling the skier's understand- 
ing of the sport. The grade card 
is reciprocal, as both areas 
honor it. Lift tickets are also re- 
ciprocally honored, enabling 
the skier to ski the Big Two. 


The Big Two ski schools offer 


a wide variety of services. 
Boulderland, at Big Boulder, 
and Frostyland, at Jack Frost 
Mountain, provide fun and 
games on the snow for four to 
six year olds. Regular ski 
school lessons are offered to 
those skiers ages seven through 
12 years. Teens and adults are 
kept separate from the kids and 
arc led quickly through the sys- 
tematic progressions of ATM 
and GLM. Classes for children 
ages six to 10 years are offered 
every weekend with the kids in 
ski school with the same in- 
structor all day, including 
lunch. Racing clinics are avail- 
able for the better skier who 
wants to enter the world of 
competitive skiing. Classes arc 
conducted on the racing slope, 
equipped with electronic timing 
equipment. Free-style clinics 
are offered for the accom- 
plished skier who is ready for 
acrobatic skiing. A new baby- 
sitting service is also avail- 
able.

Through this ESA program, 


skiers of all abilities are of- 
fered a chance to compete for 
fun and prizes. Entrants earn 
points toward parlicipation in 
the Grand Prix of the series, 
The F.astern Championship, 
where the top 125 men and I he 
fop 125 women skiers pit their 
skills and compete for prizes. 


Points will be awarded to the 


top 21 finishers in each run on a 
descending scale, with Ihe first 
place finisher earning 25 points. 
To participate in the divisional 
finale, a skier must have at- 
tained points in a minimum of 
three races, and must have a 
point total in Ihe top 125 men's 
or women's positions. A skier's 
three best point finishes are 
used in determining final 
totals.

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Snow making comes long way from humble start 


Twenty-six years ago, John 


Guresn, Mountain Manager at 
Big Boulder Ski Area in the 
Pennsylvania Poconos, started 
experimenting with a crude 
form of snowmaking equipment 
that more resembled a garden 
sprinkler than anything else. 


Any efforts to make snow 


took place on a hit or miss 
basis, when temperatures were 
well below freezing, with vary- 
ing results. 


Well, to say snowmaking has 


come a long way since that 
evenlful moment in 1950 would 
be an understatement, but 
nonetheless, true. Big Boulder 
and — more recently — Jack 
Frost Mountain, have devel- 
oped a snowmaking system that 
completely covers both ski 
areas. 


"How do you do it?" is a 


question frequently asked. "Do 
you add chemicals to make 
snow come out of those things 
you call 'snow guns'? Just how 
does it happen?" 


Actually, snowmaking in a 


more technical definition, is the 
atomization (the breaking 
down) of a drop of water to its 
smallest part at a temperature 
of 32° or below. Atomized 
water is a fine mist that will, at 
temperatures above 32F, fall to 
the ground as water, but at 32 or 
below, it will fall as a tiny ice 
crystal or granule, like salt or 
sugar instead of a fragile flake. 


As a result, it is more dense be- 
cause less air gets into each 
Hake. 


"One inch of machine-made 


snow is equal to six inches of 
natural snow," says John 
Guresh, "or lo put it another 
way, if you pack six inches of 
natural snow, you'll have, for 
skiing purposes, the same as 
one inch of machine-made. 


Temperature isn't the only 


important contribution factor 
in snowmaking, however. 
Equally important is Hie per- 
centage of moisture in the air, 
commonly known as relative 
humidity. 


"The humidity is the impor- 


tant thing," says Rudi Zeidlcr 
Mountain Manager at Jack 
Frost Mountain, long known for 
his snowmaking expertise. 
"When the humidity is 90-95% 
and the temperature is 25 de- 
grees, snow can be made, but it 
will be wet and won't last 
long," he said, "however, if the 
humidity is 55-65% or below and 
25 degrees, more snow and a 
better quality will be made," 


Many times skiers will be 


enthused about temperatures 
below freezing and assume that 
piles of snow will be put down 
without thinking about humidi- 
ty. 


Rudi Zeidler says that humid- 


ity is the key and the thing he 
watches closest when the long 
range forecasts are delivered.

Both Jack Frost and Big 


Boulder use a compressed air 
and water system. Big Doulder 
also has an airless system. 


What does that mean? Each 


area has an underground net- 
work of piping, not unlike veins 
in the body, which carry water 
in one line and compressed air 
in another. At the snow gun 
(note photo), the water and 
compressed 
air traveling at
